Don’t place decorations near gas 
jets or lamps. 
Don’t have the Dee placed so un- 
seclively that the children can tip 'it 
over. 


Don’t use cotton 
to 
represent 
snow. 
If you 
must 
have 
snow, 
make it asbestos fibre. 
Don’t smpke in stores or in other 
public places during the holiday sea­ 
son. 
Decorations are easily set fire.

matches 
where

children can experiment with them 
during the holiday season.
